The mystery surrounding the 
closing-down of IFSB has still 
not been solved, and the few 
hints that have come ■through- 
have onl 77 - served to deepen it . 

Not only Plying Saucers have 
been causing speculation - and 
ammsement - however, dan;/ other 
occurances have come to light in 
this rather weird period' 

The Loch Ness Monster has 
raised its dubious head again, 
an expedition has gone in search 
of the Abominable Snowman, some 
strange sub-human creatures have 
appeared in i'alaya, someone has 
made a monkey out of the Pllt- 
dov/n Man - or else the Piltdov/n 
Man has made mionkeys out of a 
lot of horno'saps ... a "Bridge" 


has been seen on the Moon, and 
the Portsmouth Road Poltergeist 
has at last been 'laid' - and 
found to be a Hush-hush Ultra¬ 
sonics research station working 
on soundwaves capable of punch¬ 
ing holes in sheet metal - let 
alone car .vindscreens i 

NO SAUCER TALK • 

The latest, and perhaps most 
significant item of saucer news 
however, is that R.A.F. personn¬ 
el have been y/arned not to dis¬ 
cuss "aerial phenomena" with the 
public, as - it is stated - this 
is "restricted information". 

It may be that, in these days 
of guided missiles and secret 
new aircraft, v;e Saucerers are 
perhaps "overlapping" with our 
investigations, into the regions 
of Top Secret, projects. 

• This does not mean that the 
r ead FS - UFO's or what-have-you 
are weapons, but that it just 
possible that some weapons could 
be confused, with the Saucers! 

It could be, in fact, that 
"Treading on Someone's Toes" was 
the reason for the American 
close-dovm, and general tighten¬ 
ing up on Saucer news releases 
over there .

ZJhe 'BALCQOJ^ goes up! 

The unprecedented number of Saucer sightings during November and 
December, and the general ’’saucer scare" was touched off when, on 
November 10th. it was announced that two officers flying a "Vampire" 
jet over Kent had seen - the previous week - a circular object, emitt¬ 
ing or reflecting a fierce light, which passed over their own craft 
at "tremendous speed", maintaining level flight. They themselves 
were flying at 20,0C0ft. Expecting to be ridiculed on reporting the 
object, they were surprised to find their station commander took it 
very seriously and sent in a report to Fighter Command. They were 
later sent for by Fighter Command and questioned at length. 

Then, on November 19th. the National Press really went to town. 
Headlines screamed; "Mystery Spot on London Radar Screen", "Mystery 
at 60,000ft", "Plying Saucer Sensation", "Radar Men Spot 'white 
sphere'", "Sergeant said;'Look, a Plying Saucer* '" - et cetera, et 
cetera. 

All this referred to a release by the War Office, saying that on 
November 3rd (the date of the Kent sighting) a strange object had 
been tracked by an Army radar unit in South East London. 

^'Tiatever it was had given an echo equal to the size of a very 
large bomber, and was at 61,000ft. (11^- miles). As it remained stat¬ 
ionary, the Radar men were able to view it through a radar-sighting 
telescope, when it appeared as a white coloured spherical or circular 
shape. 

Then three more Radar trackings were released by the War Office 

- all in daylight between Sept. 14th and 22nd. One "object" had been 
at 70,000ft., one at 50,000ft., and a third at 60,000ft. 

SAUCY M.P's _ 

Someone thought it was about time a question was put inParlia- 
ent and so the M.P's asked about various Incidents - including the 
Norwich sighting (see Autumn "PS MEWS"). 

As might have been expected, it was all passed off In a very 
perfunctory manner. The V'/ar Department, it seemed, did not main¬ 
tain a particularly thorough liaison with the Air Ministry Met. Off¬ 
ice, who stated that a radar-sonde ballon had been launched which co¬ 
incided with each of the trackings. 

One M.P. said that in view of this. Saucers were "all balloony" 

- a phrase which immediately captured the headlines! 

NOT SATISFIED.... 

The Arm 7 f radar men, however, thought differently. They prepared 
to make their own test - that of sending up a weather balloon them¬ 
selves, to see if the results compared. As the operator who had seen 
the object in the telescope remarked; "l could never have seen a 12ft 
balloon at 12 miles high". 

But, for some reason, they must have decided not to make that 
test. At any rate, we never heard any more about it, and the Saucers 
might have vanished from the news as swiftly as they had entered - 
but for the fact that they were by this time being seen all over the 
British Isles!

On December 9th the North Home Service of the BBC featured a 
fifty-minute programme on Plying Saucers. The main note of this 
seemed to us to be slanted in the direction of - "You didn’t see 
what you thought-you saw - I didn’t see it, but I'm s ure it wasn’t 
what you Imagine!" 

The "show" opnened with a series of "flashes" (more suited to 
TV than this kind of programme, v/e suggest) - from different speakers, 
declaring that they had seen weird objects. Most of them seemed al¬ 
most to have been chosen for their notable lack of lucidity, and gen¬ 
eral Inability to put into words what they had witnessed - and xson- 
trasted with the eloquent tones of the various Menzellian "authorit¬ 
ies" who decided what they had actuall y seen! 

At one point it was stated unequivocally that the Royal Observer 
Corps had never sighted or reported such Unidentified Plying Objects. 

This statement seems to be at variance with the facts. 

We have Official confirmation that the Royal Observer Corps has 
indeed sighted and reported UFO’s - quite apart from the fact that we 
published in our Summer edition letters which appeared in the Press, 
from two seperate pairs of ROC men who had observed - through teles¬ 
copes - an object which they describe^ as being "like a plastic light¬ 
er fuel container". 

Now, y/e know that the information for this programme was gathered 
together in extreme haste - and all credit to the BBC for covering the 
facts as well as it did in the circumstances - but we cannot help won¬ 
dering, in view of this erroneous statement, j;st how reliable other 
information broadcast was, also.... 

However, the general picture was well presented, on the whole, 
and the show even featured a couple of sentences by your Secretary, 
who - it must be admitted - expected to hear a little more of the two 
discs he recorded! (Cuts no doubt due to above mentioned ’lack of 
lucidity'!). The most fantastically amusing part of the v/hole review 
was, to our mind, the instance where an American airman who was being 
Interviewed, admitted to having seen a Saucer - complete with dome - 
from the air - but who still affirmed that he thought the whole busi¬ 
ness v;as "Malarkey"! 

Desmond Leslie beautifully ’squelched’ the Astronomer Royal’s 
pontificalions (see "Sticking His Neck Out"- page 25) by suggesting 
that in order to KliOW that life was impossible on other planets. 

Sir Harold must have 'packed his suitcase and trotted round the Solar 
System’! His final note - and, in all fairness, that of the prog.- 
ramrae - was: ''WAIT AND SEE". 
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The following night, Arthur Clarke, Cbairnian of the British 
Interplanetary Society and author of numerous Astronaut leal and Sci¬ 
ence Fiction books and stories, did his best to debunk the Saucers, 
And, frankly, we thought he made quite a good job of it. ^^any 
of the uninitiated there must be who, after viewing the performance, 
are now snugly back in their grooves, assured that there "Ain't no 
sich animals" as Saucers. But Saucer Club members thought otherwise! 
Our mail fairly seethed with vitriolic comment, and we v¥onder if 
that of the B.I.S, did, too, since we number quite a few BIS members 


amongst us! 

The point v/as, of course, that Clarke "explained’' the things 
v/hich cQuid be explained - but ignored those he knew he could not. 

With the aid of a number of illustrations in true Menzellian 
fashion, he trod the v/eary way through "Ice Crystals, Cosmic Ray 
Balloons, Cobwebs, Reflections of Streetlamps," et cetera, et cetera. 

Taking Adamski to task, he had, it seemed, paid a visit to the 
author's Observatory, looked around, but not deigned to have a talk 
with the man himself. To travel all the way out there and not do so 
seems a little odd, to say the least. 

Then, with regard to the speed of Saucers, we v/ere treated to 
the sound of a Sonic Boom produced by a V.2 rocket, moving at 2,000 
miles an hour. Clarke said: "The sonic bangs produced by our aircraft 
and missiles would be the feeblest of 'pops' compared with the sheer 
concussions which bodies of Saucer size and speed would produce, as 
they moved through the atmosphere. And it doesn't matter in the least 
what their method of propulsion '■ s; they must make a noise." 


Must they ? 'Ne shall see. But then, some of them have made 
noises, varying from sizzles to hums, whines and clatters - noises 
not generally attributable to optical phenomena, we suspect. 


In concluding, A.C.C. remarked that he considered that space¬ 
ships from other worlds might very easily visit us one day in the 
future, but: "...the last thing I should expect to step out would be 

another human being.how disappointing it would be if it turned 

out that all the other worlds that v/ere irjhabited were peopled with 
humans like ourselves . . .'' 


Surely, however - somev/here - there must be races reasonably 
similar to ours? And surely then, members of those races would be the 
most likely to be chosen as emissaries, so as not to shock or disgust 
our narrow, earthbound minds into destroying them at sight ? 

Perhaps the best summing up comes from one of our members, v/ho 
v/rites: "l was astounded at the distortion of evidence. One begins 

to wonder what is behind the Plying Saucers v/hen men of Clarke's 
reputation appear to be determined to decry them at all costs". 

Professional jealousy, perhaps! 
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CANADIAN scientists are preparing the World's First "Plying 
Saucer Sighting Station" at Shirley's Bay, ten miles from Ottowa. 

The project is being hacked by the Canadian Government's Department 
of Transport, in co-operation with the Defence Research Board, and 
is nearing completion. It is known as "Project Magnet". 

Those m.anning the station are directed by the Dept, of Trans¬ 
port to "do what you can to prove or disprove the existence of Flying 
Saucers". Mr.Wilbert Smith, a D of T engineer, is responsible for 
installing the electronic equipment - several pieces of which are 
secret - and the station will v/ork all round the clock. 


The new Station is regarded as proof that Canada's leading 
Scientists are taking the master seriously enough to provide nev/ 
equipment and personnel for this purpose. 


Riunour has it that the equipment includes instruments lor meas¬ 
uring changes in ivIASS and GRAVITY, B.owever, one of our members tells 
us that a scientist friend of his has stated that the idea of such 
instruments is "all bunk" - so we don't know quite vwiat to believe - 
which, of course, is far from unusual.... 

The Transport Department's telecommunication expert believes 
fat there is a 60/ probabi l ity of the Saucers being alien vehicles 
from outer space . 


Every eighteen months 
the earth and Mars reach 
their closest proximity, and 
this will again occur next 
Summer, when the Project is 
expected to be in full oper¬ 
ation. 


It has been noticed 
that the flying saucer re¬ 
ports reach a ‘maximum co¬ 
inciding with this period of 
proximity.

Dear Colleagues, 

It gives me great pleasure to write this letter of introduction; 
thanks being due to our mutual friend and Editor, Mr. Richard Hughes, 
who has kindly put the space at the disposal of B.F.S.B. until such¬ 
time as circumstances dictate otherwise. 

For reasons which will become apparent on reading this edition 
of Flying Saucer News, it has been found desirable for the above Bureau 
to join forces with the Flying Saucer Club, and with this object in 
view, a meeting took place in London at the Flat of Mr. Desmond Leslie 
(Co-Author with Adamski of "Flying Saucers have landed") on 12th Decem¬ 
ber 1953^ between the representatives of both Organisations. (A report 
of this is given on another page of this issue. - Ed.) 

Suffice to say - Since the formation of the new British Bureau at 
the inaugural meeting of the 4th November 1953i much has been achieved 
at Committee Meetings, and since that date three public meetings have 
been held which have aroused considerable enthusiasm, with a marked 
increase in application for Membership. 

The Bristol Press were well represented at the initial meeting, 
and excellent articles and photographs appeared in the three local 
Newspapers, all of which treated the subject of the Flying Saucer phen¬ 
omenon seriously, which was intensely gratifying. 

Following on the subsequent publicity, many "first hand" accounts 
of Saucer sightings have been received, and these are the subject of a 
separate analysis to this letter prepared by the Chairman of the 
Bureau, Mr. Graham Knev/stub, A .M . Brit -1. R. E. and A.Inst.E. 

Apart from recent correspondence received from various sources in 
America, concerning the mystery behind the closing down of I.F.S.B., 
earlier members will be pleased to learn that I have received the 
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personal assurance of Mr. Bender that neither suspected Red activity or 
dishonesty was the cause of it*s dissolution, but rather that the 
Flying Saucer remains Top Secret, and as far as he is concerned, it 
must remain so per orders. 

Members - especially those in the South Wales area - will be de¬ 
lighted to know that Mr. Desmond Leslie is to talk on Flying Saucers 
at the Temple of Peace, Cardiff, on February 19th, and it is hoped 
that similar arrangements can shortly be made for him to speak to 
Bristol audiences on the subject. 

Meanwhile the demand for talks by members of our local group 
increases, and quite a full programme has been arranged for the next 
few months. These talks are entirely free, and range from astronomy 
and interplanetary travel to the Flying Discs. 

Beyond wishing all Saucer enthusiasts a very happy New Year, 
there is little to add, except that American circles still hint that 
the Authorities will shortly announce the interplanetary nature and 
origin of the phenomena to the general public.

W / Lj J OF SAUCER SIGHTINGS, 
by Graham F. N. Knewstub 

A.M.Brit.I.R.E., A.Inst.E. 


One of the first tasks of the newly-formed British Flying Saucer 
Bureau has been to place the investigation of flying saucers on a sound 
scientific basis. Since the phenomena are of random occurrence it has 
been decided to make a statistical analysis of the very numerous press 
reports contained in the files of the Bureau. The cases selected for 
inclusion were in the main interviews with eye-witnesses, but included 
a number of first-hand accounts. To date only a preliminary survey has 
been made, but already some significant trends have been revealed. 

Contrary to popular belief, Europe leads in the number of sightings 
with 45 % of the whole; America follows with 40%, and the rest of the 
world accounts for the remaining 15^- 
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39% of the observers are first class witnesses such as military 
and civil air crews, aerodrome ground staff, radar operators, observers 
at rocket proving grounds, etc., men whose regular job it is to identify 
aerial objects correctly and on whose observations both aeronautics and 
rocket development depend. 

24% c insisted of people whose standing called for mention in the 
press, i.e. professional men, police officers, and office holders in 
various spheres of public life. In the remaining 37% of cases no mention 
was made of the observers’ occupations; but it is probable that many of 
them had qualifications which entitled them to be placed in one of the 
other two classes. 

76 '^ of the phenomena were observed visually. In the remaining 24% 
instrumental evidence was available in the following proportions:- 
Radar: 11%. Photographs: 6.5%- Optical Instruments: 6%. Sundry: 0.5%* 

According to visual observation, 52.5% of the objects sighted were 
discs, l4.1% were cylinders, 15% were spheres, and 8.2% were miscellaneous 
shapes. In 10.2% of cases the shape is not recorded. Photographs show the 
various shapes in much the same proportions. Where optical instruments 
were available, such as telescopes, binoculars, theodolites, etc., 85 % of 
the -objects appeared to be discs, which suggests that the proportion of 
discs is substantially greater than 52.5%* It must be borne in mind that 
a disc seen edgeways on will appear to be cylindrical while one directly 
facing the observer will be indistinguishable from a sphere. 

In colour the objects fall into two main groups: 32% appear as bright 
metallic solid objects, 28 % are luminous bodies of differing and varying 
colours, while in 4o% of cases no colour is specified. At night 78 % of the 
objects are described as luminous and 22% are unspecified. The luminosity 
varies from a dull glow to a brilliant flaming radiance. Many have been 
described as ’’fire-balls” and ’’meteors”, and they have been seen during 
the day as well as at night. One of these was recently observed through a 
telescope and was then seen clearly to be a solid, illuminated, disc¬ 
shaped craft. Luminous spheres which landed in the U.S.A. were examined 
on the ground by Police and were found to consist of volatile phosphor¬ 
escent jelly which vapourised before it could be analysed. 

The details of flight, such as speed, height, manoeuvres, and sound 
show no particular form or pattern as yet, except that in the extremes 
of speed, altitude, and manoeuverability they far exceed anything 
achieved by known aircraft. 

A small but interesting class of observers, amounting to less than 
2% of the whole claim to have had a close view at ground level and to 
have seen members of the crews. These instances are too few to have a 
reliable statistical value, and are highly suggestive of ’’elaboration”. 
There are, however, well established cases of observers who have sustain¬ 
ed injuries (chiefly burns) as a result of approaching flying saucers 
too closely.

I have been a member of the Flying Saucer 
Club for nearly a year now, and - as President of the British Flying Saucer Bureau 
am convinced of the necessity fer uniting our activities in this way if the objects 
wo have in mind are to moot with success*

flying at tromondous speeds at high altitudes has become ovorwholming. From the 
accounts of reliable observers, the speed and maneuverability of those objects are 
beyond the range of man's present development and manufacture* This being so, one 
may assume that they come from outer space* 

F^ from causiiag any aprohonsion or fear of the unknown , the intelligent per¬ 
son will view such events with oxoitod intoro'st, and rofuso to bo subdued by the 
recent pronouncements of orthodox soionco. 

Are wo so vain as to think that out of all the many planets in the Universe, 
ours is the only one inhabited by intelligent Beings? 

It is logical to assume that life on some of those planets will bo in a more 
advanced stage than our own, and on others, far loss. Today, it is wiser to keep 
an open mind, and to await events,

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A curious but interesting bit of news in the August 3rd issue 
of NEWSWEEK*, relative to ALBERT EINSTEIN and his new Unified Field 
Theory, by means of which he has been hoping to correlate and unify 
the two basic forces of the universe: gravity and electro-magnetism 

It now appears that Professor Hlavaty, of Indiana University, 
has in turn, so simplified the Einstelnian equations that the Uni- 
ficfi Field Theory may soon be taken out of the realm of theory and 
be experimentally verified.

We (that Editorial We!!1 have long considered that the Unified 
Field Theory had given a clue to the nature of gravity, v/hich seems 
to be linked with the electromagnetic binding forces in the atom. 
Since many Saucers have boei'i observed to defy gravity - and momen¬ 
tum and inertia - it would appear that the Sauceritss have found 
the key to the problem, and are now indifferent to the limitations 
of these troublesome "laws". 

Our Southern Rhodesian Representative, Gljm Benjamin, tell us 
that "LAURIE'S SPACE ANNUAL" (another plug - TWL please note!) 
gives details of a simple experiment whereby it can be demonstrated 
that a body propelled by an electromagnetic force-field wouH poss¬ 
ess the peculiar property of allowing its passengers to be unaffect 
ed by momentum, et c. 

We have not yet seen this book, but the explanation of this 
theory is very neatly given in "Astounding Science Fiction" for 
December 1953 (p.lOO):- 

"The perfect (space) ship's drive would be a field-type drive

"With our ship and ourselves enveloped in the driving force, 
we can accelerate immediately , to any speed, and with no sensation 
of accelerating at all) " 


Hurry up. Professor Hlavaty! 
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FRANK EDWARDS, well known American news commentator, is famed 
for his keeness on Saucer stories. Here are a few of the recent 
items he has given in his broadcasts - sent to us hy member C.H. 
Marck, of Denver, Colorado:- 


LANDEDi 

During the last week of December, saucers were sighted over 
Ouantlca Marine Base, Virginia. The Saucers came over this base 
for four successive nights, and flew at high altitudes and also at 
tree-top level. The Marines said the saucers were performing con¬ 
trolled maneuvers, but on the fourth night one of them landed about 
half a mile from the Ease. A group of Marines who were near the 
area where the saucer was landing said it only stayed on the ground 
a few seconds, and then took off and was out of sight in a matter 
of seconds. They described it as being "round, with red, pulsating 
1ight s " . 


"UNDER WRAPS" 

Edwards stated on January 13th that the U.S.A.F. and its in¬ 
vestigating agency, 'Project Bluebook', which is at Vlfrlght-Patter¬ 
son field, is not going to give out any more Ird’ormatlon on devel¬ 
opments about the Saucers to the Press or the public, and that the 
Air Force is not going to reveal any new Saucer sightings to the 
Press. The reason for this official silence, the Air Force stated, 
was because of Donald Keyhoe's book, "Plying Saucers From Outer 
Space" - which had 'caused too much public alarm...'. Hov/ever, 
Edwards said that the real reason was that an unidentified object is 
under observation by scientists at West Coast Military Field.... 


Our correspondent, Mr.Marck, says that he has also heard that 
a Saucer is supposedly under wraps at Edwards Air Force Base, in 
Muroc, California and that this may be the actual one to which 
Frank EdV'/arcls v/rCs plludlng. 


OVER BERIVIUDA 

Edwards h-^d previously reported a 
huge circular disc v/hlch hovered over 
BERMUDA during the first week of Decem¬ 
ber, 1953, at very low altitude, and 
v/hlch v/as seen by civilians and Armed 
Forces personnel. 

It was said to be at least 200ft 
in diameter with a metallic appearance 
and a yellow glow around the edges. It 
streaked away, after hovering, at such 
a rate as to bo out of sight in seconds 
- and observers declare it was intelli¬ 
gently controlled.

An Interesting article in the January 1953 edition of the South 
African ''OUTSPAN" gives many new details of sightings in that coun¬ 
try. To quote the lead paragraph: 

’’This is the record of the sightings and reports of flying 
saucers over South Africa during the past three years, which culmin¬ 
ated recently in a radar contact with six saucers over Cape Town. 

They were shown to be travelling at the fantastic speed of over 

l,SuO m iles an h our . This is an accumulation of evidence hy expert 

and reliable witnesses; men and women who are not likely to be pan¬ 
icked into "seeing things". It is not a full record of all the in¬ 
explicable things which have been seen and reported, but of the most 
mystifying of them reported by the most reliable witnesses, many of 
v/hose reports have been added to the U.D.P’s own "Flying Saucer Pile" 
at Defence Headquarters, and which have been exchanged for information 
from the British military authorities". 

The article - which we hope to be able to reproduce in full at a 
later date - goes on to detail the Radar trackings of the six saucers 
and then tells how a s aucer followed a car (which ties up with a sim¬ 
ilar report from Norway, early last December - see page 27), an ex- 
perinced S.A.A.P. pilot's view of a mysterious spherical luminous 
object, at Port Alfred; the Kilimanjaro Sighting, a hovering saucer 
over Kimberly, and an object - seen from many places - of weir blue 
colour, trailing sparks - to mention only a few of the documented list 
of sightings. It concludes with a quotation from Her Majesty's 
Astronomer at the Cape, Dr.R.H.Stoy, who said; 

"It is long past the stage when these reports can be pooh-poohed 
and brushed asise as hallucination. There is something far more solid 
than hallucination to be explained. We mustn't jump to the conclusion 
that it is something from outside the earth. It might be quite ex¬ 
plainable in the light of our present knov;ledge - but it does need to 
be explained". 



Reports from New Zealand last year included some of saucers that 
produced a sizzling sound. 

Of late, two further reports have come to hand - this time from 
Great Britain; 

First, the case of two young Cryimnch (S.V/ales) girls who saw a 
peculiar object spinning through the air at the back of their house. 
Searching for it the- found it had come down in a nearby quarry. 
Making a sizzling sound in the bushes, it proved to be a jelly-like 
susbstance which by this time was reduced to the size of a dinner 
plate. It melted without lea'/ing a trace. This was reported in 
the "South Wales Echo". 


Then, from Woodbridge, Surrey, comes the report that on 
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December 30th last, a blue ’’saucer'' was seen to flash across the sky, 
making a sizzling noise. Not the sound of an engine, it was stressed 
but a definite sizzle . It was noted that v/oodbrldge is very close to 
the U.S. Air Base at Bentwater, and also near Martlesham Heath - a 
pre-war R.A.P. testing-station. 

Theories have been put forward that these sizzling fireballs are 
expendable "guided eyes'* - which are capable of being exploded by re¬ 
mote control when their usefulness is over. 

Another theory is that they are balls of material sent into our 
atmosphere from orbiting space ships, aitd v/hich have the property of 
lessening the - otherv/lse catastrophic - repercussions of our atomic 
meddling. 


Or perhaps they are simply static electricity, vilio knows ?

Thanks to the kind hospitality of Mr & Mrs Desmond Leslie, 
Decemher 12th 1953 saw a noteworthy gathering of some of the leading 
lights in British Saucerdom. 

The P.S.CLUB was represented by Messrs.Richard Hughes and 
Stephen Wright (editor of 'Nebulations'); the BRITISH P.S.BUREAU by 
Capt.S.L.Plunkett (secretary). Dr,Irvlng-Bell (president), Messrs. 

H. Cobley (treasurer) and P.Pratten (committee xaember); "OURANOS" by 
Mr.Eric Biddle. Mr.Harold Chlbbett (who supplied Mr.Leslie with 
much material for his book) was there, as were Messrs. Ken Kellar 
and C.Gray-Fisk, Mrs.Kellar, Mrs.Plunkett, Mr Dennis Plunkett (in 
the R.A.P., and the first one over here to contact Al.Bender, of the 

I. P.S.B.), Mr Derek Dempster (*'Daily Express" Air-correspondent), 
and Mrs.Dempster. 

There was, of course, a good deal of friendly chatting but the

THS "BENDER MYSTERY "- As our readers knov/, the International Flying

It v/as just possible, perhaps, that they 
had misinterpreted what they sav/, and we agreed it was a pity that 
the witnesses had not been allowed to go nearer.

On December 17th., 1953, at 2.37pm., Chief Pilot Ulf Christiern- 
sson ( Transair ) and Technician Olof Johansson saw what they described 
as a ''robot-like metallic object". Here are some details; 

Height; appx.1600 meters. Weather: sunshine. Seen from above, 
clearly against clouds. Duration of sighting; 5-10 secs. Direction; 
heading southv/est. Speed; 1000-1200 kilometers per hour. Appearance; 
Saucerlike, shiny, metallic. Colour; between silver and white. Shape; 
Rouni, or slightly elliptical. No visible exhaust. Diameter; about 
10 meters. Swedish Air Force representatives said it was the "most 
clear-cut and detailed sighting ever made in Sweden". 


DANISH CIGAR - OR SAUCER ? 

The Norwegian astronomer, Jakob Tvelten, (himself a sighter of 8 
or 9 discs) sent Mr.'Weie recently a clipping from "Berlingske Tltende" 
which detailed a Danish sighting which was 'well authenticated, having 
been made by an Air Traffic Controller and his assistant, as well as a 
number of other people who 'phoned their impressions to Copenhagen. 

The object seen was described in several different ways, however. 

1) .Elliptical, self-luminous object with - apparently - a searchlight 
in front. 2).Large, strongly luminescent cigar-shaped nucleus, with 
long luminous tail (North Jutland), 3) .'v/hite, dome-shaped "head" trail¬ 
ing sparks (Fyn), ani 4).Round or elliptical lumnnous object (Bornholm) 

It was seen at dusk, during December 1953, travelling in a N.E to 
S.W. direction at an angular velocity greater than any jet plane, and 
the tradjectory was to all appearances parallel with the surface of the 
earth. It was seen by several observers during the best part of two 
minutes. 

FOLLOk/ED A CAR! 

Perhaps the miost Interesting sighting ever made in Norway was re¬ 
ported in "Ostlandets Blad", 4/12/53. Mr.V/ele is now investigating it 
personally. It concerns a disc which was apparently inspecting a 
stationary car and its contents, hovering only about ten yards in front 
of the driver's seat, after having chased the car, with its two pass¬ 
engers, for a strech of six or seven miles! 

Our Representative’s Impression is that Trygve Jansen (one of the 
car's occupants) is no publicity-seeker, and after what is said about 
him by those who know him, his moral Integrity cannot easily be doubt¬ 
ed. The case is further authenticated by other observers having seen 
probably the same phenomenon at about the same time and in approximat¬ 
ely the same locality that night.

’’WE do not regard this business as a joke," Mr.Seymour, Supt. 
of Air Traffic Control of the Civil Aviation Dept, has said. 

Capt.Douglas Barker, a veteran Airways pilot, gave an Impression 
to the public and official interest v/hen he reported seeing on New 
Year's Day, a "semi-transparent" object, shaped like a mushroom with 
a stalk, oscillating rapidly in and out of cloud, and travelling 
faster than any jet. 

Later, the Department's regional director, Mr.A.R.McComb, said 
he believed that what Captain Barker had seen v/as reflections of a 
"Convair" aircraft in the area, but, he added, "Captain Barker is a 
very experienced pilot and unlikely to im.agine things". His report 
will be fully investigated. 

Captain Barker, a pilot for 17 years, with nearly 14,000 hours 
of flying to his credit, remarked: "I could not possibly confuse 
this Virith any plane". 

VvTien he discussed it with senior f ellovz-pilots, they admitted 
that they had seen "flying saucers and things" - and added that they 
had been "too scared to mention them, for fear of ridicule". 

REPORTS FLOW INI 

Mr.Seymour had appealed through the Press to all who saw uni¬ 
dentified aerial objects, to tell his Department. Since then, the 
reports have flowed in. The Civil Aviation Department alone received 
fifty reports in one v/eek - even 
including one from Mr.J.W.Boyle, 
vice-president of the Victorian 
Branch of the British Astronomical 
Association. 

Reports run to a general patt¬ 
ern of '"discs", "saucers", "rockets" 
and "balloons", and differ only in 
detail. 

Most of these objects are said 
to have travelled at terrific speed 
across the sky, leaving a trail of 
vapour or brilliant light. Others 
have hovered and rotated before 
flashing out of sight. 

Mr .V .1 .Hopper, senior lecturer 
on cosmic ray research at Melbourne 
University, said that those objects 
could be cosmic ray balloons, re¬ 
leased by his staff for research, 
or moving clouds of grass seeds — 

(is this a nev/ one?- Ed.) or, of course, the planet Venus. One high- 
ranking officer, however, of the Royal Australian Air Force, said his 
service had been investigating flying saucers since 1947 .
